It is the foundation 
Oil which the college has exls'ed long¬ 
er than any other Florida college, on 
which It will continue to lead. 

Despite war conditions Rollins is 
greatly enlarged this year: etparge i 
In numbers, in equipment, in eer hr * 
work, in scope- all th? result of Dr. 
Ward's greit labor, of the war candl- 
ions themselves, of the administra¬ 
tive effoits of President French, and 
of the phenomenal work of Professor 
Harrington. 

The increase In numbers Is nut due 
to the male element. Already two 
Rollins boys-—both PlU A'phasr'-have 
died for their country in Fraffco, and 
scores ere on thair way. There are 
now three girls to every boy enrolled, 
which also means that the young wo¬ 
men are realizing and seizing upon 
these unusual war outl k. With the

“I hardly know what to write about 
as we are not allowed to write what 
we have done or expect to do or 
where we have been, * * l like France 
and the French soldiers are very nice 
to us. I have seen lots of French 
soldiers and a few German prisoners. 
The French people live very different¬ 
ly from the Americans; their houses 
are built of stone and the people and 
stock live under the same roof. * * * 
“T have not had much electrical 
work to do but find myself very handy 
with a pick and shovel. * * * 

"Have enjoyed being in the service 
so far, and am well and getting along 
fine. We are getting plenty to eat, * 
but I do wish I had a nice box of 
oranges. * * *
